Ratepayers 


The pe TR Town of Strath- 
more ratepayers meeting was 
held in the Town Hall on Mon- 
day evening. That the rate- 
payers have not much against 
the present administration was 
shown by a small attendance, not 
more than half a dozen of the 
ratepayers being present. May- 
or was in the chair, and the Coun- 
cillors present were Messrs Brown 
Butler, and Girvin. 

Mayor Lambert, in opening 
the proceedings, said that the 
past year had been rather a 
quiet one for the Council, so far 
as expenditures was concerned. 
They had finished their program 
of sidewalk and firewall construct- 
ion in the spring. They had 
some debentures to sell yet, but 
they thonght it would be better 
to hold these until the bond mar- 
ket brightened up a bit, the offers 
made being rather low. Next 
yer he thought the subject of 
electric lighting should be pushed 
as the town certainly wanted 
some form of illuminant. $8000 
to $10,000 would furnish them 
with acomplete installatioh. He 
wished to thank the members of 
Council for the loyal support 
they had given him during the 
the past year. 

Councilior Brown, chairman of 
finance committee, stated that they 
had had rather a hard time this year 
financing, owing to the state of the 
debenture market. The new taxes 
were now coming in well, and he 
thought they had turned the corner. 
The finance committee had worked 
harmoniously together and he thank- 
ed his colleagues for their support, 

Councillor Butler, chairman of 
the licensing and police Committee 
spoke on the work this committee 
had done during the year. They 
were fortunate in the eflicient police 
officer they now'had in Constable 
Smith 


HEALTH OF TOWN 

Dr Girvin spoke on the health of the 
Town during the past year, which 
he stated had been very good 
They had had a slight epidemic of 
typhoid, there being five cases, but 
none of them fatal. There was 
now no board of health, the coun- 
cil managing that work directly, 
and they seemed to be managing al- 
right. Dnring the year they had 
had some trouble with sewage dis- 
posal at the hotels, but they seemed 
to have got things in that regard on 
as good basis as was possible with 
the existing facilities. The general 
sanitary condition of the town com- 
pared favorably with other towns 
of the same size. 

SOME QUESTIONS 

M1 M. E. Sly, secretary treasurer, 
submitted the audit of the town 
finances, as advertised ia the Stan- 
dard last week, and explained a 
nunber of items in the report. He 
also answered a number of questions 
relative tocost of the sidewalks. He 
gave the report of the attendances 
of the various councillors at meet- 
ings during the year. There had 
heen 31 meetings, and a_ consider- 
able number of Committee meetings 
Mayor Lambert had almost unbrok- 
en record of attendances, and sveral 
et the other Councillors had except- 
ionally good attendances, 

Questions were asked in regard 
to the collection of dog taxes, 
whether it was alloweble for a citizen 
to maintain ‘‘a farmyard on a 25 
foot lot’? and several other matters 

Other subjects discussed were the 
cleaning of sidewalks, C.P.R. ex- 
emptions, gas franchise, and electric 
light. 

q The criticism was of a friendly 
nature, and the meeting closed with 
a vote of appreciation of the work 
of the Council during the year,

A Study of the Animals In Their Wild 
State In Africa. 

We can only learn the nature and 
disposition of an animal like the ba- 
boon from a study of its behavior in a 
wild state. Few persons ever have a 
chance for such study, and accordingly 
an intelligently observed account of the 
animal's actions becomes of interest. 
The author of “Animal Life In Africa,” 
Major J. Stevenson-Hamilton, fur- 
nishes the following results of his per- 
sonal Investigations: 

It is most interesting and instructive 
to watch, from some concealed post- 
tion, the social life of a troop of 
baboons who fancy themselves to be 
unobserved. Perched about at inter- 
vals among the rocks are some of the 
older males, evidently on the lookout 
for danger. Behind them walk and 
squat a heterogeneous mass of females 
and of young animals. The females em- 
ploy themselves in various family tasks, 
and the youngsters, playing and squab- 
bling, chase one another around to a 
shrill accompaniment of chattering 
screams. 

Possibly two of the latter, in the 
course of a rough and tumble, jostle 
against one of the older males. Iimme- 
diately the latter’s attitude of dignified 
quiescence vanishes, and he turns with 
a roar upon the imprudent juveniles, 
who hastily retreat with shrieks of 
fear. Now and then a mother finds It 
necessary to chastise her offspring ot 
to wreak vengeance upon one or an- 
other of the unattached hobbledehoys 
who, she guesses, meditates imposing 
upon or injuring it. The air resounds 
with squeaks, shrill cries and occasion- 
al bass grunts. 

Suddenly from one of the guards 
comes a single deep, hoarse bark, and 
instantly there is silence. The females 
catch up their young offspring; the rest 
of the band, with one accord, scuttle

er two of the larger males, who walk 
quietly off, now and then stopping to 
glance back and to utter thelr resonant 
warning barks.

LISTER’S BOLD EXPERIMEN7. 


He Used His First Draining Tube on 
Queen Victoria, 

A strange anecdote is related in the 
life of Lord Lister by Dr. G. T. 
Wrench. It seems that Lister actually 
used Queen Victoria as the first sub- 
Ject of one of his great experiments, 

Shortly after taking up the chair of 
surgery in Edinburgh, according to 
Dr. Wrench, Lister was called to Bak 
mora! to operate on the queen for an 
abscess. Dr. Wrench goes on to says 
“The operation was successful. Lister 
put In a strip of carbolic lint to keep 
the wound open for drainage. But, un- 
fortunately, the matter of the absceas 
did not come away properly, and the 
queen was still feverish and in pain, 

“Lister, disturbed by this onfavor- 
able course, walked alone in the 
grounds of Balmoral, a lonely walk 
being his custom when be had a diffi- 
cult problem to solve. During his 
cogitations it occurred to him that a 
plece of india rubber tubing might 
form an excellent path of exit to the 
discharge of a wound. It is illustra- 
tive of Lister’s bold faith in himself 
that, though his patient was the high- 
est lady in the land, he did not hesi- 
tate to make her the Orst subject of 
his experiment. 

“He returned from bis walk, cul & 
piece of tubing from the spray ap- 
paratus and soaked it all night in car 
bolic. In the morning be made nse 
of it. 

“The queen made a rapid and com- 
plete recovery. Lister, confirmed by his 
royal experiment, adopted rubber 
drainage tubes as a p°rt of his prac 
tice.”

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BRITISH PREFERENCE 


This Question in its Relation to Pre- 
sent Conditions of the Wool Industry 

A study of the woollen industry in 
Canada is interesting at the present 
time in view of the agitation to in- 
crease the British Preference. In 4901, 
British manufacturers were given a 
preferertial tariff rate equivalent to 
23 1-3 per cent. During that year the 
value of woollens imported into Can- 
ada from the United Kingdom amount- 
ed to $5,889,801. Under the stimulus 
of this low preferential rate importa- 
tions rapidly increased; and although 
in 1906, the preferential rate was 
changed to 30 per cent. ad valorem, 
the importation of British goods in- 
creased so rapidly that, in 1911, it 
amounted to $12,682,257. 

What happened to the woollen in- 
dusiry in Canada during this decade? 


In 1901, the capital invested was 
$10,587,808; in 1911, it was only 
$8,539,805. 


This simply means that the British 
Preferential tariff in woollena henefit- 
ted British manufacturers at the ex- 
pense of Canadian manufac‘urers. 

Five factors contribute to the differ- 
ence in the cost of production in the 
United Kingdom and in Canada. First, 
the cost of building and equipping a 
plant is much greater in Canada than 
in Britain. Secondly, interest charges 
on capital are greater in a new and 
partially developed country. Thirdly, 
Canadian manufacturers have not yet 
reached that stage of industrial de- 
velopment where they can specialize 
extensively, and are consequently com- 
pelled to fill some contracts at a loss. 
Fourthly, the greater part of the raw 
material is in the United Kingdom. 
In 1911, of the 7,195,436 ponnds of raw 
wool imported into Canada, 8,962,722 
Pounds came from Britali, The fitth 
and most important factor is iabor. 
We do not want to keep skilled work- 
men out of Canada, or drive out those 
already here by decreasing thelr 
wages to the level of British wages. 

If capital invested in the woollen 
industry decreased by $2,048,503 dur- 
ing the last census decade, what de- 
crease may we expect during the next 
decade if the British preference on 
woollens {s uot reduced, and what 
would happen to our woullen industry 
if the preference were increased 

In dealing with the British preferen- 
tial tariff, not only !n the wooiien in- 
dustry but In all Canadian industries, 
it 1s only reasonable that we should 
safeguard the workmen and the busi 
ness of our own citizeus first, 

In view of the efforts that are being 
made by the Department of Agricul- 
ture of the Dominion and of the 
various provinces to encourage the 
Talsing of sheep, the foregoing state- 
ments about the effect of the British 
preference are not without Interest to 
the Western farmer and prospective 
wool grower, 


JAPANESE COTTON 


Ite Bearing on the Cotton Trade of 
Canada and United States 

By living on @ scale which would 
starve an American or a Buropean, 
and by constantly striving to perfect 
thelr manufacturing processes, the 
Japanese are taking considerable 
trade from the United States in spite 
of the high tariff of that country. 
Senator Smoot explained to the United 
States Senate the other day how 
Japan bad already taken the cotton 
trade of Mauchuria from the United 
States, and would soon contro! the 
entire demand of China. It would seem 
evident that as Japan takes away the 
the trade in cottons from the United 
States that that country will try to 
redeem its losses by selling more cot: 
ton in Canada, especially if our duty 
is reduced, 

The Canadian 
white cotton 


tariff on gray and 
fabrice !s only 26 per 
cent. and on colored cotton fabrics 
82% per cent. Japan is not one of 
our serious competitors, as yet, prob 


ably, because she is confining her 
efforts to taking away the Aslatic 
export trade of the United States, But 


during the year ending March 81st, 
1918, we Importea cutioa imanufec- 
tures worth $8,787,000 from Great 
Britain and $2,521,665 worth from the 
United States. 

Those who advocate increasing the 
British Preference should consider the 
effect of such an increase on our cot- 
ton industry, A recent official report 
of the British Government states that 
16 per cent. of the men engaged in the 
cotton industry in England earn less 
than $5 per week, working full tits, 
nearly 44 per cent. earn between $5 
and $7.20, thirteen per cent. of the 
women working full time, earn less 
than $2.40 a week, while 39 per cent. 
earn between $2.40 and $3.60 a week 
The average hours of labor in the Eng 
lish cotton industry are 55.5 a week 

Do we want these wages for the 
men and women who are engaged in 
the Canadian cotton industry?

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DOLLARS FROM MILK 


The Cow es a Sread-winner Heipe its 
Owner to Coin Money 


In 1909 the representative of one 
of the largest condensed milk com- 
panies in the United States, inter- 
viewed the Town Council of Tillson- 
burg, Ontario, with a view to securing 
their co-operation in the establish- 
ment of a milk factory in that town. 
It did not take the live merchants of 
Tillsonburg long to realize that the 
five or six thousand dollars, which the 
company proposed to distribute to the 
milk producers around Tillsonburg 
each month, would soon go into cir- 
culation over the counters of their 
stores. As one merchant put it—“the 
increase in the price of milk would 
enable a farmer to buy at least one 
hat per year more for his wife in ad- 
dition to many other equally neces- 
sary things.” 

On the first of Octcber, 1909, the 
factory opened its doors and 21,000 
pounds of milk went into the conden- 
sers. After four years operation it 
is interesting to note the effect of this 
industry in the neighborhood, Prior 
to the establishment of the factory 
farmers had been getting from 80c to 
$1 per ewt. for milk. In 1910 the price 
had risen to $1.48 1-8 per cwt. The 
price has risen continuously. The 
price ‘s now $1.65 per cwt., with pros- 
pects of going higher next year. From 
receipts of only 21,000 pounds from a 
few patrons the factory has increased 
its capacity until It now takes care of 
312 patrons and 181,000 pounds of milk 
in one day. 

The industry in question, The Bor- 
den Condensed Milk Company, had 
hitherto operated entirely in the 
United States, but the tariff. coupled 


with its growing trade in Canada, 
were the factors which induced it to 
locate a branch in Tillsonburg. The 


Company's scientific methods and Its 
educational efforts to improve cuattle- 
raising with a view to better milk 
production, have been of tremendous 
value to the country. Cows have gone 
up in price. Where formerly an or- 
dinary grade Holstein sold at $40 to 
$50 it now brings from $80 to $100, 
and there has been a corresponding 
increase in good milkers and pure 
breds, 

Some interesting figures are avaii- 
abie irom some of the patrons. One 
farmer from eight cows during eight 
months time received $1,057.16 in 
cheques from the Borden factory, Cer- 
tain parts of the Western country are 
eminently suited for dairying, ana 
there is no doubt that within a few 
years condensed milk factories will 
be established at different points in 
the West, thus creating a profitable 
home market for milk and cows,

WESTERN HOME MARKET 


The Army of Consumers Make it an 
Inviting Field for Manufacturers 


Some idea of the enormous consum- 
ing power of the Prairie Provinces may 
be gathered from the statistics sup- 
plied by the Winnipeg Industrial 
Bureau, who, at great labor and with 
commendable enterprise, definitely 
ascertained the. number of straight 
carload lots billed into Winnipeg in 
the year 1911. The following are a

£a ire only a few of the 
prin vhs, Already a stir is being 
made fy the manufacture of some of 
these lines in the West. There is 
abundant opportunity, however, for 
new factories, When these thousands 
of carloads of products, the bulk of 
which are now manufactured in EBast- 
ern Canada, are turned out in Western 
workshops, employment will be fur- 
nished for an army of workmen, who, 
with their wives and families, will 
provide a profitable market for the 
varied products of mixed farming. 
But what is perhaps more important 
from a national standpoint, the manu- 
facture of the vast quantities of goods 
now imported from the United States 
. will rapidly increase in the West in 
the next few years if our present trade 
policy {s inaintained. The time will 
come when the West will manufacture 
sufficiently for practically all its needs. 
Already many American factories are 
locating branches in the West. This 
is a most desirable movement as it 
retains in Canada money Which would 
otherwise be circulated among the 
workmen, merchants and farmers of 
the United States. Every Canadian, 
whether he {s of the East or West, 
should be a firm advocate of the policy 
which is calculated to further manu- 
facturing development in the middle 
West, and thus create a balance wheel 
for the enormous agilcultural develup- 
ment which has taken place in that 
section of the country during the past 
decade, 


ARMY OF DINNER-PAILS 


Moose Jaw’s Aim is to be an All-round

President Crichton, of the Moose 
Jaw Board of Trade, in his annual 
address ty Ulat body early in the year, 
emphasized the necessity of manufac:

SELF-HELP IN THE FACTORY 


Employer and Employe Co-operate in 
a Big Rubber Company 


An employes’ mutual benefit society 
has just been organised by one of 
Canada’s largest rubber companies for 
the purpose of rendering assistance 
to employes in cases of sickness and 
death and of supplying them with 
medical attendance, Men are entitled 
to $4 per week for the first ten weeks 
they are incapacitated by sickness or 
accident; women and all others earn- 
ing at the rate of 12 cents per hour 
will get $2.50 per week for the same 
period. A clause provides that no 
benefits shall be paid in cases where 
sickness is the result of intoxication 
or immoral conduct. The sum of $80 
will be paid to assist in defraying the 
funeral expenses of a deceased mem- 
ber. The establishment of such so

Nightingale P. O. 
Nov 17th, 1913 
To the Editor 

Sir,—In your issue of last week 
there appeared an account of trans- 
actions pertaining to your Munici- 
pality: and it could not but appear 
to me to bein striking contrast with 
the methods adopted in the neigh- 
bouring municipality of Keoma, 
within the limits of which my lot 
happens to be cast. ‘ 

First, one noticed the forbear- 
ance displayed towards those who 
had not paid their taxes; next your 
courtesy in permiting an interval 
sufficent for an appellant's claim to 
exemption in one particular to be 
examined, 

With this contrast the following 
method of procedure on receipt of a 
Demand Note for Taxes amounting 
to ninety-six dollars ($96.00), in 
September of this year. I wrote 
the Secretary Treasurer giving 
formal notice of claim to any exemp- 
tion to which I might be legally en- 
titled and on receipt of a letter from 
him—off his own bat, apparently—it 
Was pointed out to him that it was 
not a personal matter between him 
and me at all, that my notice was 
sent to him in his official capacity 
with a view to lay it before his 
Council, informing bim further ot 
my intention to make the necessary 
mquiries in order to ascertain my 
liabilities in thatrespect. 

To this no answer was vouch- | 
sated until the following month 
(October), when it took the form of 
instructing a solicitor to proceed to 
such extremities as to have a ‘‘Dis- 
tress warrant” issued, if necessary, 
to collect these taxes together with 
a demand of 10 per cent for collec- 
lions 

On demand note it is stated:— 
“all taxes gust be paid within 
thirty days of the date of this No- 
tice.” Now sir, there happened to 
be no date at all on mine. On 
pointing this out, | am intormed 
that all that is required is the date 
of posting the notice by the Secre- 
tary Treasurer, 

This opens out wide possibilities. 
As was pointed out in your columns 
recently, a postal package may not 
reach its destination for six months 
or more, and the first intimation a 
taxpayer might receive would be a 
visit from the Sheriff's officer bearing | 
a distress warrant. Or, in the) 
case of an unscrupulous official a 
Statement might be made that a 
notice had been posted without such 
being the case in fact, y 

In this respect the custom in 
vogue in England is better and} 
more satisfactory. The  collect- 
or leaves his demand note in pet- 
son, and on a subsequent visit the 
collection is madz2, In the mean- | 
time a period is allowed 1s allowed | 
for appeals, of which the date is 
always intimated to the appellant 
and the grounds of the appeal are 
always considered whether the ap- 
pellant be present or not, In the 
latter case the result is made known 
to him through the post, 

Moreover, there appears to have 
been an invidious discrimination 
made in this instance; for on mak- 
ing inquiriestot farmers in the neigh- 
bourhood no intimation had been 
received by them of distress war- 
rant or writs of summons, so that 
I am forced to the conclusion that 
some occult reason must lie at the 
bottom of this transaction of which 
I am not aware; and such sharp 
practice seems to me to be in 
marked contrast with the courtesy 
and forbearance displayed by the 
Municipality of Strathmore, which 
deserves to be commended on that 
score,

The blood pressure is increased ty

MRS ROGERS STRUTHERS HOLDS 
A UNIQUE DISTINCTION, 


Toronto Woman Who Recently Mar- | 
ried Doctor In City’s Emptoy 
Was Doing Slum Work Wheo- 
She Got Idea Whick Is Spreading 
All Over the World—Watching 
Death of Children, ‘ 


The first municipal school nurse tn | 
the world — such is the distinction 
which belongs in a very absolute way 
to Mrs, Struthers of Toronto.

There were childrey 
throngin~ the streets of the slums— 
children whom the public schools of 
the city had rejected as either diseas- 
ec or abnormal—unfit, at any rate, 
for association n classes with their 
fellows, The bealth of well children 
was being safeguarded, but nothing 
was beivg done for the little out- 
casts. Conditions went to the heart 
of the worker, but, knowing toat 
more was to do than to feel, she fixed 
ber tirm young tand to adjust the 
matter, She took her idea to the 
Board of Health of jew York City, , 
and obtained license te try it out on 
a limited range of schools, all she 
could manage. The experiment suc- 
ceeded to such a degree that at the | 
end of only the first two months | 
twelve assistants were supplied Miss 


MISS LINA ROGENS STRUTHERS, 


Rogers, and at the end of three 
months the handsome sum of $30,000 
was given toward the development of 
the project. 

After six years’ strenuous work fo 
New York, a period sufficient for 
perfecting the system, Miss ogers | 
ieft for Pueblo, Colorado, to er -erl- 
ment further in public school nurs- 
ing with the Board of Education as 
contrelling agent, The scheme work- 
ed out to such advantage that when, 
upon the recommendcation of Mr. 
John Rows Roberison, of Toronto, and 
the Local Council of Women, Miss 
Rogers was invited by the Board cf 
Edueation to direct the muuicipal 
schoo! nursing, sie accepted. ¢ 

in eighteen out of twenty-one 
States, according to Mrs. Struthers, | 
medical inspection in public schools | 
is controlled by the Board of Edu- | 
cation. Mrs, Struthers thinks this the | 
{deal system, and the fact that she | 
does should carry weight, as she Is | 
the only professional in the world | 
who bas bad a seasoned experience | 
with both methods. She reserves that 
the personnel of the boards must al- 
ways be considered, In Toronto, the 
most felicitous relations have existed 
between the Board of Education and

The leaven of Public School nurs- 
ing in Toronto has spread by degrees 
to other cities, which constitute the 
lump on the tational bakeboard, By | 
degrees, too, bas the lump grown less 
reluctant, Public school nurses, many | 
trained by Mrs. Struthers, operate 
now ip Victoria, Vancouver, Edmon- 
ton, Regina, Winnipeg, London, Galt, 
Stratford, Hamilton -— all the leading 
Canadian cities, omitting (for some 
obscure cause) Ottawa, Public 
Schools in Montreal have had nurses 
for several years, but their number 
being seven (or not many more), and

CAPITALIZING CHARACTER. 


Italian Laborers Ends Strikes by Be- | 
coming Their Own Employers. | 
Wherever one travels through the 

north of Italy he sees large or small 

groups of workingmen, skilled or 
unskilled, with no padrone to drive 
them, making roads, carting the 
gravel for railways for the Govern- 
ment, erecting big apartment houses 
for the working people to live in, 
extending their operations to every 
sort of trade by organizing them- 
selves into co-operative societies to 
undertake big contracts. Binding 
themselves together to work for 
themselves and for one another, pay- 
ing their own wages, carrying the re- 
sponsibility of properly fulfilling 
their contract, and depositing a fund 
to enarantee its completion, they 
eliminate the intervening contractors 
entirely, saving the middleman's 
profit to divide among themselves in 
proportion to the amount of work 
which each rean has contributed and 
to the existir wage scale for his 
trade. Having now become their 
own employers they have in their 
own work eliminated the strike. 
The labor co-operative society is 
the Iatest and farthest advance of 
collectivism to-day, and some forms 
of it In Italy «.e unique. Ask these 
laborers about their work, how they 
holding together, how they 
secured the contract and the neces- 
sary guarantee to obtain it, how 
they have been able to purchase ail 
the machinery required to carry it 
out, and they will tell you that there 
is a co-onerative hank in the neigh- 
boring city to which they belong, 
with which their contract is deposit- 
ed, and which advances them from 
month to month the necessary funds 
for equipment, supplies and wages. 
Based on assets which had pre- 
viously been of negligible value to 
the laborer in the securing of credit 

—namely, character, thrift, the am- 

bition of every man to get on, his 


| normal imnulse to nroduce the rreat- 


est within him, mere numbers which, 
joined together with their small 
mites of money are no more to be 
despised than a Rothschild singly— 
there have arisen in Italy a host of 
Tanks of the People—-Banche Popo- 
lari—a veritable army of co-opera- 
ti,e savings and loan societies which 


| have given to individual members a 


credit service previously inaccessible 
if not impossible, and which now are 
extending their operations to reliable 
co-operative grouns of workmen, 
Owned and operated by the people 
themselves on the most democratic 
lines, the power is diffused by the 
single vote which each member 
wields, irrespective of the number of 
shares he holds,

While we kuow little 
enough about a great many of bis mel 
odies today, such songs as “The Old 
Folks at Home. ‘My Old Kentucky 
Home,’ ‘Old Uncle Ned’ and ‘Massa's 
In the Cold, Cold Ground’ have sunk 
deeper and more perimanently into the 
American heart than any otber songs 
ever written in America, For a bettet 
understanding of Foster it is well te 
remember that his melodies had noth 
ing whatsoever to do with negro melo 
dies, the composer's models being the 
great melodists of the old world—Mo. 
zart, Beethoven, Handel. The fact that 
his songs formed the piece de resist 
ance of negro minstrelsy and there 
fore In general drew their poetic sub- 
ject matter from negro life is respon 
sible for the legend, so hard to kill 
that bis melodies were derived from 
negro songs.” 


Hat Island’s Unique Rookery. 
Hat fsland, in the Grent Salt lake 
Utah, is probably the most unique 
rookery in the world, as well as one 
of the most densely populated. The 
island contains about twelve acres, ané 


on a rocky pinnacle a hundred feet 
above the brine, with not a drop of 
fresh water to be found and where 


there is nothing to excite the eupidity 
or commercial instinct of man, the 
birds—gulls, pelicans, berons and cor.

lished their rookeries on the islet— 
Argonaut.

AEROPLANE WING SHAPES. | 


One of the Big Problems In Developing 
Flying Machines. 

Wind shields on antomobiles ar 
ranged to deflect the wind upward so 
that the driver will not receive the full 
force of the wind even when bis eyes 
are above the level of the top of the 
wind shield, are common enough, but 
this principle of wind deflection has 
now been applied ingeniously to an 
aeroplane, The eVect sought is to 
make a reduced air pressure above the 
aeroplane wings or planes, and con- 
sequently to increase their lifting pow- 
er, The front of the wing is so curv- 
ed that the wind shoots up above the 
plane instead of sliding along its top. 

It is the idea of one of the great 
number of foreign scientists who are 
now studying wing shapes. His labo- 
ratory tests and a limited number of 
practical tests have convinced him 
that a very considerable increase of 
lifting power can be gained in this 
way. So be is now preparing to make 
complete tests with a practical ma- 
chine, It is on this question of wing 
shapes that the future development of 
aeroplaning largely rests 
Birds have an enormously greater 
lifting ability in proportion to the pow- 
er they exert than do neroplanes, due 
undoubtedly to the shapes of their bod- 


jes and their wing forms 
The efficiency of the gusoline engine 
has enabled men to overcome the in- 


efficiency of aeropline shapes and 
wings. but the prevailing tendency in 
flying now is to give less attention to 
increasing the power and more atten- 


tion to shaping the wings so they will 
lift as much as they should, and so 
that they will give better stability 


when flying through the air.—Saturday 
Evening Post. 


PANAMA’S WATER BRIDGE. 


That Is What Uncle Sam's Wonderful 
Canal Really Is, 

What the engineers of the United 
States government are constructing at 
Panama is not a canal through the 
isthmus, but a bridge of water across 
and above it. The so called canal is 
a huge water bridge, the first in the 
world’s history. It is about thirty- 
four miles in length. eighty-seven feet 
hich. with a channel of water through 
its center varying in depth from forty- 
five to eichty-seven feet and in width 
at the bottom from 300 to 1,000 feet. 

The bridge is divided into two sec- 
tions, Gatun lake and Culebra cut, 
the latter being an arm of the former. 
Access to the bridce by vessels will be 
by means of water elevators, six in 
duplicate at either end, each 1,000 feet 
long, 110 feet wide and with a com- 
bined lift of eighty seven feet. At the 
Atlantic end the elevators are grouped 
one above another, like a flight of three 
steps. At the Pacitic end two pairs 
of elevators are grouped at the bottom 
and are separated from the third pair 
above by a platform of water in the 
form of a lake about a mile and a half 
fn length. The piers or walls which 
hold the bridge in place are the Gatun 
dam and elevator gates at the Atlantic 
end and the dum and elevator gates at 
Pedro Miguel, at the Pacific end. 

About nine miles of the canal will be 
through Culebra cut, and these nine 
miles constitute all that can properly 
be called a canal unless the sea ap- 
proaches at either end be included in 
that designation.—Joseph Bucklin Bish- 
op in Scribner's.

Experiences In Erin's Isle as Told 
By an Irish Policeman. 

“T never yet met an Irishman who 
had a good word to say for us,” a 
Stalwart member of the Royal Irish 
Constabulary stated recently. ‘Of 
course, as the guardians of law and 
order, we are respected by the pub- 
lic, but it’s the respect of a bold 
urchin for the parish schoolmaster. 

“Seventy years ago the great 
Thackeray noted our fine physique 
and military bearing. And I'm glad 
to say we still consider ourselves a 
soldierly lot of fellows. As a mat- 
ter of fact, we are a military po- 
lice force. 
fies and sword-bayonets, and we have 
regular ball-firing practices and 
competition for marksmanship. In 
war we'd make a fine army, for 
we're over ten thousand strong. A 
good proportion of our fellows were 
in South Africa. 

“We have a fine life. 
overworked like the Egnlish and 
Scotch police, because in the first 
place our numbers are so great. 

“Rarely, if ever, are our bar- 
racks more than five miles apart, and 
the minimum number of constables 
in a station is four. I'm told thata 
big English village with a population 
of 3,000 boasts of a single police- 
man. Here in Ireland such a village 
would be called a ‘own, and its chief 
public building a police barrack, cap- 
able of accommodating at least fif- 
teen constables, Peelers and pover- 
ty are Ireland's two chief character- 
istics, Both abound everywhere. I 
believe our upkeeps costs about $7,- 
600,000. Well, the lower ranks don't 
see much of it; $375 per annum is 
the utmost a constable dare hope for, 
and it’s hard to bring up a family 
respectable on such a miserable sal- 
ary. We begin at $4 per week, 

“The officers have all the large 
salaries. Just fancy giving a young 
cadet, fresh from school, $625 to be- 
gio with! Lodging and horse allow- 
ances bring this youth’s salary to 
well over $1,000 a year. Our offi- 
cers are our one outstanding griev- 
ance, 

“In most barracks the sergeant and 
his family ‘live in,’ so to speak. 
Rooms must be tidied before 8 a.m. 
every morning. If the officer inspects 
a sergeant’s private bedroom after 
that hour and finds it upset, he makes 
a special report. I have known offi- 
cers to inspect a bedroom when the 
sergeant’s wife was ill. 
went so far as to report a sergeant 
because a woman's garments were 
hung on a peg on the bedroom 
door.”

They Invariably Tend to Point to 
the Pole Star. 


SCIENCE AND SPINNING A TOP, 


That the Earth Revolves on Hs Axie 
May Be Proved by a Simple Experi<- 
ment With the Gyrostat—Phenomena 
of Rapidly Revolving Objects. 


Spinning a top is not always child's 
play, although !t has generality been re- 
garded as a jovenile sport. Once in 
England top whipping wae practically 
ordered by law. There was a buge 
top formerly provided in every village 
to be whipped in frosty weather that 
the peasants might be kept warm by 
the exercise and out of mischief while 
they could not work. Shukespeare in 
“Twelfth Night” says, “His braing 
turn like a parisb top.” Ben Jonson 
in “New Inn” writes, “He spins like 
a parish top.” avd Beaumont and 
Fletcher bave “dances like a town top 
and reels and bobbles” Evetyn, the 
diarist. speaking of the uses of willow 
wood, says that W was ordered that 
“the great town tops should be made 
thereof.” 

Of late years, bowever, science has 
taken a hand in spinning tops with 
fruitful results. From spinning tops 
we can learn many interesting and 
valuable things, For example, we can 
prove that the earth revolves on its 
axis and culenlate at what speed. 
| The phenomena of spinning bodies 
fre extremely interesting If you throw 
your bat into the air, bot without spin- 
ning it, it will fall perhaps on one side, 
perhaps on the other, but if you give it 
a spinning motion before sending It 
into the air it will always come down 
the same side down as it went op. The 
sume thing ts true of coins and tn fact 
of all objects spun in this manner, A 
knife. if merely thrown into the air, 
muy come down at any angle, but if 
beld point down and sent spinning Into 
the air it will on falling stick its point 
into the Boor invariably. 

Otber bodies acquire rigidity when 
epun rapidly. Thos a piece ef chain 
if placed on a wheel and made to re 
volve rapidiy will form a perfect circle 
and if thrown off the wheel suddenly 
| wit roll across the table or the floor 
| Just like a solid beop until ite speed is 
| diminished, when it will fall into a 
buddied mass. 

It is a strange fact that spinning 
| bodies always tend to point to the 
| north star—the pole star. Gently, but 
| firmly, they seem to tng at their moor- 
ings in an effort to assume the angle 
| that will point them in that direction. 
Onve they have attained it they do not 
| Vary. 

If. now, yon want to prove the rota- 
| tion of the earth by meanr of a spin 
| ping top you can do so as follows: 
| Provide yourself with a gyrostat capa- 


| ble of being driven by electricity so 
that it can run for twenty-four bours 
or more without stepping. Set this go- 
ing and point it to the north or pole 
star It will soon assume that direc- 
tion, Now, as the axis of the top is 
pointed In a certain direvtion ‘say the 
north wall of the room: and stayg 
there, without ever moving, this will 
be a guide to you to check off your ob- 
servations And as you watch you will 
notice that in six hours’ time the top 
will point te the west and six bours 
later to the south, six bours later to 
the east, and at the conclusion of the 
twenty four bours it will have complet- 
ed the circle and will aguin be point- 
ing dne north, It will have completed 
the circuit of the four walis of the 
room. 
| What does this mean? It means that 
the room har revolved round the top, 
but as the room is fixed to the solid 
earth it implies that the whole earth 
has revolved round the top, wiich 
-alone remained stationary Conse- 
| quently we have proved by this means 
| that the earth has turned onve round 
on its axis, and that it does so turn, 
and that the heavens remain still and 
Stationary, 

Muny interesting astronomical dis- 
coveries bave been made by the aid 
of spinning tops, and the facts obtatn- 
ed by their study have been applied to 
the rotation of beuvenly bodies, the 
eurth included, and the “wabbie” of its 
exix has been calculated by this means, 
Ip many ways, therefore, the spinning 
top is a valuable scientific instrument

BERNARDO’S MONSTER. 


Gigantic and Unique, Once the Glory 
of the Medici Garden, 

In the Demidoff garden at Pratolino, 
some elght or ten miles from Florence, 
there still crouches the monster in 
stone and stucco called the “Appen- 
nino,” once the glory of the famous 
Medici garden. Some sixty or seventy 
years ago the statue was more talked 
of, but nowadays it appears that few 
folk know or care for such things. It 
is a good specimen of its style, and a 
reminder of Its existence is just as 
well. Its height, if erect, would be 
about 100 feet, or say one-fourth the 
height of St. Paul's cathedral. At the 
back one can enter Into rustic grottoes 
built into its interior, and from under+ 
neath the hair of the head a cascade 
may be made to flow forth at will ovet 
the shoulders and body of the colossus, 
creating a sparkling effect in the sum 
shine, 

Buontalenti, the protege of Cosimda 
di Medici, who schemed this gigantic 
thing In 1569, employed the best tal 
ent available for the setting of it up, 
sculptors, masons, etc., and we are told 
that its abnormal size led to some of 
the artists losing all sense of propor: 
tion and being rendered unfit for ordi- 
nary work, one of them losing his rea- 
son as a consequence cf helping to 
build the monster. 

The audacity of the conception is 
worthy of the great genius, who, train- 
ed under the eye of Michelangelo, 
hesituted at nothing, knowing that 
the Medici money was at bis back and 
he had only to ask when a daring idea 
of bis needed funds. 

This famous boy Bernardo (Buonta- 
lenti) seems in his day to have out- 
shone the Admirable Crichton, belng 
painter, sculptor, architect, engineer 
and mechancian and much besides.
